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WHAT  IS  YOUR  SENSE  OF  VALUES  ? 

Recently  a  member  of  the  Church  spoke  on  the  order  of  importance 
of  our  possessions.  He  listed  them  in  the  following  order:  I.  Wife  and 
Children  2.  Home  3.  Health  4.  Employment  Etc. 

This  list  could  be  magnified  through  many  additional  possessions 
being  added  to  it.  Among  them  would  be  a  testimon\  of  the  Gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ,  and  certainly  high  on  the  list  would  be  friends. 

I  wonder  if  we  really  appreciate  the  plan  of  happiness  which  the  Lord 
has  given  us.  This  plan  which  is  little  understood  or  known  by  others 
outside  of  our  Church.  That  we  have  a  plan,  a  programme,  which  has 
made  of  the  Mormon  people  the  outstanding  people  they  are  is  but 
further  evidence  that  this  Church   is  divine. 

In  looking  at  the  lives  of  some  people,  it  seems  that  they  ha\e  changed 
the  order  of  values,  of  possessions,  considerably  from  that  which  is  listed 
above.  For  example,  it  seems  that  some  people  prize  their  employment, 
and  the  amount  of  money  which  comes  from  it,  above  the  welfare  of 
their  wives  and  children,  their  homes,  and   the  Ciospel    itself 

I  know  some  men  who  have  sought  employment  where  it  is  not 
possible  for  themselves,  their  wives,  or  their  children  to  attend  meetings 
of  the  Church.  They  are  receiving  greater  financial  returns  than  they 
might  in  some  other  locations,  but  what  is  it  doing  to  them,  to  their  loved 
ones'? 

What  is  our  sense  of  values?  Do  we  want  what  money  will  buy  as 
the  great  return  for  our  labours,  or  do  we  realize  there  are  some  things, 
some  blessings,  which  are  much  greater  than  monetary  return,  greater 
than  price. 

The  Lord  has  given  us  a  plan,  a  way  of  life,  a  programme  through 
which  we  can  return  to  him  wnen  this  lile  is  over,  he  has  given  us  one 
night  per  week  with  our  families  gathered  around  us.  where  we  think 
oi  ideals  and  Principles  of  the  Gospel,  where  we  solve  gospel  questions, 
w.iere  we  determine  the  right  way.  the  Lord's  way,  of  doing  things.  The 
Lord  has  given  the  little  ones  and  the  younger  boys  and  girls  the  Primary. 
Why  is  this  so?  Surely  it  is  to  teach  them  the  way  of  life,  the  way  of 
truth  which  their  Father  would  have  them  follow.  The  older  children 
are  given  the  MIA  for  these  same  reasons,  and  to  help  them  develop 
talems,  to  form  lasting  associations,  to  see  the  qualities  in  one  another 
which  they  would  seek  in  a  life's  companion.  And  so  it  is  with  each  of  the 
auxiliaries,  and  with  the  Priesthood  Quorums.  These  are  tools  which  God 
has  placed  in  the  hands  of  His  inspired  leaders  to  guide  and  direct  us  in 
the  way  of  happiness,  and  to  the  Celestial  goal,  to  Eternal  Life,  which  is 
the  greatest  of  all  the  gifts  of  God.  This  gift  comes  through  obedience  to 
the  plans,  to  the  programmes  of  the  Church,  which  God  has  set  in  the 
Church  for  our  growth,  our  development,  to  prove  ourselves,  whether 
we  will  do  all  things  that  God  will  command  us. 

When  you  parents  sit  down  to  decide  where  you  will  live,  when  you 
young  people  choose  your  occupations,  please  remember  that  it's  worth 
taking  less  pay  from  your  employment  to  be  where  there  is  an  organized 
branch  of  the  Church.  Life  is  too  short  at  best.  Before  you  know  it.  those 
loved  ones  of  yours  will  have  decided  the  way  they  will  go. the  way  they 
will  live,  and  the  danger  is  that  their  decisions,  when  disassociated  from 
the  Church,  may  be  that  the  Church  is  not  important  in  their  lives,  and 
then  these  precious  souls  will  be  lost  to  God.  Then,  too  late,  you  will 
wonder  why  you  didn't  put  on  the  whole  programme  of  the  Church,  the 
whole  plan  God  has  given  us  to  guide  us  back  to  him. 

Often  we  hear  of  children  who  are  going  away  to  boarding  school. 
It  is  hard  for  me  to  reconcile  this  practice  with  the  plan  which  God 
has  given  us.  He  has  placed  great  responsibility  on  parents  to  guide  and

train  their  children.  The  time  will  come  when  Me  will  ask  us  as  we  stand 
before  Him,  "What  have  you  done  with  the  children,  m\  children,  whom 
I  entrusted  to  your  care?'".  What  will  we  then  answer?  Will  we  say  that 
we  kept  them  close  to  us.  soothed  their  hurt  feelings,  loved  them  into 
obedience  to  God's  laws,  gave  them  the  privilege  ot  attending  Primary 
and  Sunday  School  and  MIA  so  that  the  inspired  leaders  and  teachers 
could  also  help  them  to  sec  the  light'.'  Or  will  we  offer  the  apology  to  God 
that  we  entrusted  them  to  the  care  day  after  day  and  month  attcr  month 
and  year  after  year  to  others  who  were  not  inspired  servants  of  God. 
who  had  little  personal  interest  in  the  children,  and  certainly  not  the 
interest  and  concern  that  only  a  parent  can  and  will  take  in  the  child. 
Then  if  the  child  goes  astray,  do  you  think  God  will  hold  you  blameless 
and  excuse  you  through  your  negligence  of  that  son  or  daughter  who  is 
more  precious  in  the  sight  of  God  than  all  others  of  His  creations? 

Far  too  often  in  tne  Church  we  sec  mothers  and  fathers  accepting 
employment,  thus  necessitating  the  leaving  of  small  children  to  the  care 
of  natives  or  others  who  are  far  less  qualified  than  the  parents  to  guide 
and  train  and  teach  the  children.  We  sometimes  hear  of  children  as  they 
are  growing  up  going  to  those  other  than  their  mothers  or  fathers  for 
comfort  and  consolation,  because  they  have  come  to  feel  closer  to  the 
servant  in  the  home  than  the  mother  and  father.  We  are  told  that  the  most 
impressionable  years  in  a  child's  life  are  the  first  few.  What  damage  is 
done  to  the  character  of  the  sweet,  innocent  child  who  is  raised  by  some- 
one other  than  its  own  mother?  Unless  it  is  a  case  of  dire  necessity, 
unless  want  and  suffering  through  lack  of  necessities  of  life  will  result 
if  the  mother  does  not  work,  then  the  price  is  far  too  great  to  pay  for 
any  child  to  be  raised  by  other  than  its  own  mother  and  by  its  own 
father. 

What  is  your  sense  of  values?  Are  they  ones  which  have  been  esta- 
blished by  the  world  and  its  standards.  More  important,  are  the  ones 
which  have  been  established  by  God  in  His  Eternal  Plan  for  your 
salvation  and  that  of  each  of  your  loved  ones.  Putting  on  the  whole 
programme  of  the  Church  is  worth  everything  —  both  for  our  happiness 
now  and  for  our  eternal  happiness  with  God  and  Christ  and  with  the 
precious  loved  ones  God  has  entrusted  to  our  care.

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South  African  Youth 
C  onvention  started  olT  w  ith 
one  of  the  most  interesting 
events  of  the  three  days  to 
come.

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"THE  MISSION  OF  OUR 
SAVIOUR"

Jesus  Christ  is  the 
Saviour  of  this  world;  we 
are  saved  through  Him, 
through  His  name,  and 
through  no  other.  He 
came  down  to  this  earth 
with  a  work  to  do,  a  mis- 
sion to  fulfil.  He  said  to 
us  in  the  Pearl  of  Great 
Price : 

"For  this  is  my  work 
and  my  glory;  to  bring 
to  pass  the  immortality 
and  eternal  life  of  man." 

With  Adam's  trans- 
gression we  were  cut  off 
from  the  presence  of 
the  Lord.  We  were  then 
in  a  state  of  physical  as 
well  as  spiritual  death. 
Adam's  transgression  was 
infinite;  that  is  it  affec- 
ted every  person  who  would  ever  live.  Therefore  the  atonement  had  to  be 
infinite  and  it  had  to  be  perfect.  Thus,  it  came  from  Jesus  Christ,  a  perfect 
man.  Christ  opened  the  gates  of  heaven,  and  as  a  result  we  are  able  to 
return  to  our  Heavenly  Father.   Mosiah.  in  the  Book  of  Mormon  said: 

"And  if  Christ  had  not  risen  from  the  death,  or  have  broken  the  bands 
of  death  that  the  grave  should  have  no  victory,  and  that  death  should  have 
no  sting,  there  could  have  been  no  resurrection." 

What  resurrection  is  this?  This  is  our  own  resurrection. 

Christ  came  down  to  this  earth.  He  lived  as  a  man;  he  went  through 
everything  we  go  through.  Thus,  when  we  go  to  Him  for  help  and  guidance 
He  can  draw  from  personal  experience.  Jesus  Christ,  we  know,  is  the  judge 
of  all  the  people  of  this  world,  and  so,  understanding  our  circumstances 
and  our  situation.  He  is  in  a  position  to  judge  us.  We  can  rely  on  His 
understanding  and   love. 

We  are  here  to  be  glorified  and  exalted.  The  same  was  the  case  with 
Christ.  He  came  down  and  received  a  body:  He  was  tried  and  tested  to 
the  utmost;  and  we  know  that  when  He  ascended  into  Heaven.  He  was 
glorified  by  the  Father. 

The  mission  of  Jesus  Christ  is  basically  to  do  the  will  of  the  Father.

"Times  have  changed.  Our  home 
is  nothing  more  than  a  hotel,  with 
maid  service,  where  the  children 
stop  long  enough  to  eat,  sleep, 
shower,  change  their  clothes,  and 
go  to  their  next  appointment." 
Parents  with  this  attitude  are  de- 
feated, and  their  children  are  to  be 
pitied. 

Times  .have  changed  Man  can 
now  cross  the  continent  in  the  time 
he  used  to  drive  a  team  of  horses 
30  miles.  This  is  the  day  of  the 
instant  breakfast,  dripdry,  and  per- 
manent press.  But  there  is  one  thing 
that  has  not  changed;  the  respon- 
sibility of  parents  to  their  children. 
The  counsel  given  by  King  Benja- 
man  a  long  time  ago  is  just  as  valid 
today  as   it  was  then: 

"And  ye  will  not  suffer  your 
children  that  they  go  hungry,  or 
naked;  neither  will  ye  suffer  that 
they  transgress  the  laws  of  God, 
and  fight  and  quarrel  one  with 
another,   and   serve    the    devil    .    .    . 

"But  ye  will  teach  them  to  walk 
in  the  ways  of  truth  and  soberness; 
ye  will  teach  them  to  love  one 
another,  and  to  serve  one  another." 
(Mosiah  4:14,    15). 

The  role  of  Latter-day  Saint 
parents  has  been  made  very  clear 
by  the  Lord  in  a  revelation  to 
Joseph  Smith  in   1831: 

"And  again,  inasmuch  as  parents 
have  children  in  Zion,  or  in  any  of 
her  stakes  which  are  organized,  that 
teach  them  not  to  understand  the 
doctrine  of  repentance,  faith  in 
Christ   the  Son   of   the   living   God, 


and  of  baptism  and  the  Gift  of  the 
Holy  Ghost  by  the  laying  on  of  the 
hands,  when  eight  years  old,  the 
sin  be  upon  the  heads  of  the 
parents  .   .  . 

"And  they  shall  also  teach  their 
children  to  pray,  and  to  walk  up- 
rightly before  the  Lord."  (D  &  C 
68:25,  28) 

If  we  want  our  homes  to  be  less 
like  grand  hotels  and  more  like 
places  where  we  can  teach  our 
children  to  pray  and  walk  uprightly 
before  the  Lord,  we  will  have  to 
work  at  it.  We  must  quit  talking 
about  the  "good  old  days"  when 
life  was  simpler,  and  bring  our 
thinking  down  to  here  and  now. 
Personally,  I'm  not  sure  how  good 
the  good  old  days  really  were.  I 
find  the  modern  highways  and 
automobiles,  with  all  their  hazards 
a  great  improvement  on  the  dusty 
washboard  roads  we  used  to  bounce 
over.  I  am  likewise  grateful  for 
the  advances  in  scientific  areas  pro- 
viding us  with  vaccines  and  drugs 
that  now  practically  eliminate 
diseases  that  were  common  in  my 
childhood. 

The  problem  for  today's  parents 
is  to  help  their  children  understand 
that  the  automobile  can  be  a 
wonderful  means  of  transportation 
or  it  can  be  a  lethal  weapon;  drugs 
can  save  lives  or  ruin  them.  So 
many  forces  are  competing  for  the 
time  and  interest  of  our  children 
that  parents  must  be  real  leaders  if 
they  are  to  succeed. 
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We  must  help  our  children  meet 
the  onslaught  of  conflicting  ideas. 
Conscientious  parents  will  not 
shield  their  children  from  new  ideas 
but  will  help  them  evaluate  their 
worth.  Experiences  can  and  should 
be  provided  within  the  framework 
of  the  home  to  teach  children  how 
to  sort  out  and  live  by  those  prin- 
ciples that  will  bring  them  happi- 
ness. Here  are  some  specific  ideas 
that  might  be  helpful  to  your  fami- 
ly: 

1.  WE  MUST  MAKE  HOME 
A  PLEASANT  PLACE.  This  has 
nothing  to  do  with  architecture  or 
decor.  If  we  expect  to  teach  proper 
values  to  our  children,  it  must  be 
in  an  atmosphere  of  love  and  under- 
standing, where  the  Spirit  of  the 
Lord  can  dwell,  where  ideas  are 
exchanged  freely,  and  where  each 
person  feels  appreciated  for  his 
own  special  qualities.  Home  should 
be  a  place  where  children  like  to 
be.  a  haven  from  the  world  of  con- 
flict and  competition,  a  place  where 
good  humour  abounds  and  where 
courtesy   is  not  saved  for  company. 

2.  KEEP  UP  WITH  THE 
TIMES!  Are  we  interesting  persons, 
not  merely  dutiful  parents  to  whom 
the  child  feels  obligated?  We  mav 
not  be  able  to  do  the  new  math 
but  we  can  read  enough  about  it 
to  show  that  we  are  at  least  in  the 
twentieth  century.  How  can  we  deal 
with  the  subjects  of  miniskirts, 
LSD.  long  hair,  short  hair,  protests, 
and  pornography  unless  our  discus- 
sions are  based  on  accurate  in- 
formation? How  can  we  encourage 
our  children  to  develop  cultural 
and  scientific  interests  unless  we  do 
so  ourselves? 

3.  QUIET,  PLEASE!  Someone 
has  declared  that  the  communica- 
tions gap  between  generations  is 
greater  than  between  languages.  It 
could  be  that  many  of  us  as  parents 
are  talking  when  we  should  be 
listening.  If  we  really  want  to  im- 
prove the  dialogue  between  us  and 
our  children,  we  will  listen  respect- 
fully when  the  children  ask  ques- 
tions or  when  they  are  in  a  mood 
for  a  friendly  talk.  If  we  are  in- 
terested listeners,  we  can  learn  much 
about  the  value  systems  they  are 
encountering. 


When  touchy  subjects  come  up. 
many  parents  often  "lose  their 
cool,"  harsh  words  are  exchanged, 
and  the  line  of  communication  be- 
tween parent  and  child  is  pretty 
well  clogged,  if  not  cut  off  com- 
pletely. 

4.  HOME  AS  A  LABORA- 
TORY. Latter-day  Saint  parents 
have  an  obligation  to  guide  their 
children  in  such  a  way  that  they 
may  qualify  to  return  to  our 
Heavenly  Father's  presence.  This 
means  that  we  must  introduce  them 
to  experiences  in  which  the  eternal 
values  are  embedded.  If  a  child  is 
brought  up  in  a  home  where  he 
feels  loved  and  appreciated,  he  is 
more  apt  to  have  confidence  in  him- 
self and  faith  in  others.  For  the 
first  few  years,  the  important  for- 
mative years,  home  is  the  entire 
world  to  the  child.  His  whole  out- 
look on  life  is  affected  by  what 
takes   place  there. 

Children  whose  parents  take  the 
time  to  watch  a  sunset  with  them, 
or  plant  a  garden  with  them,  will 
develop  an  appreciation  for  the 
wonders  and  beauty  of  nature. 
Children  whose  parents  plan  with 
them  and  do  a  good  deed  for  a 
neighbour  are  learning  the  meaning 
of  brotherly  love.  Parents  who  give 
of  themselves  will  be  remembered 
in  love  much  longer  than  those 
who  spend  their  energies  providing 
material    things    for    their  children. 

5.  WHOS  IN  CHARGE 
HERE?  At  times  this  is  not  easy 
to  tell.  One  too  often  gets  the  im- 
pression that  the  children  are 
making  the  decisions  and  giving 
the  orders.  In  these  cases  it  may  be 
that  since  the  parents  are  either  too 
timid  or  too  lazy  to  be  the  leaders, 
the  children  do  it  for  them.  Enough 
has  been  said  and  written  on  the 
subject  to  convince  any  parent  that 
children  want  and  need  discinline. 
They  often  have  neither  the  back- 
ground nor  the  experience  to  make 
proper    choices    without     guidance.

another  occasion,  it  is  difficult  for 
him  to  understand  just  what  be- 
haviour is  expected.  It  is  very 
tedious  work  for  the  parents  of 
young  children  to  hammer  away  at 
what  behaviour  is  acceptable  and 
what  is  not.  but  nothing  will  pay 
greater  dividends  in  helping  child- 
ren become  stable  members  of 
society. 

If  a  child  has  not  been  taught 
bv  loving  parents  how  to  mind,  he 
is  on  the  road  to  trouble  with  all 
authority  —  the  school.  Church 
teachers  and  officers,  military  and 
government  officials.  Respect  for  the 
'aw  and  authority  begins  in  the 
home.  The  child  whose  parents  are 
wishv-washv  about  how  instructions 
are  followed  has  a  difficult  time  ad- 
justing to  those  who  are  in  authori- 
ty over  him  outside  the  home.  If 
narents  allow  their  child  to  do  as 
he  nleases  when  he  pleases,  they 
are  failing  in  their  responsibility  to 
nrepare  him  for  life's  experiences. 
Fundamental  in  Latter-day  Saint 
teaching  is  respect  for  law  and 
authority. 

6.  THE  POWER  OF  EXAMPLE 
If   we    are    truly    serious    about    as- 


suming our  roles  as  parents,  con- 
sistent with  Latter-day  Saint  teach- 
ings, we  must  prove  through  our 
actions  our  sincere  belief  in  the 
eternal  values.  We  cannot  stoop  to 
hypocrisv.  as  exemplified  by  the 
parent  who  tells  the  school  his  child 
is  ill  at  home  when  in  reality  he  is 
on  the  ski  slones.  or  the  parent 
who  permits  a  child  to  drive  a  car 
before  he  is  of  legal  age.  When 
a  parent  shows  contempt  for  regu- 
lations, his  lessons  on  respect  for 
the  law  are  soon  forgotten.  If  a 
parent  only  has  the  "Christmas  and 
Easter"  approach  to  his  religious 
involvement,  the  child  soon  believes 
that  keeping  the  commandments 
mav  not  be  so  important  after  all. 
These  are  some  of  the  areas  that 
we  might  explore  in  reviewing  our 
role  as  Latter-day  Saint  parents  in 
a  changing  world.  It  must  be  recog- 
nized that  a  parent  is.  first  of  all.  a 
leader,  and  that  he  must  develop 
within  himself  to  the  best  of  his 
ability  those  unassailable  qualities 
that  enable  him  to  say.  as  Jesus 
has  said  to  all  of  us.  "Come,  follow 
me."
